Precipitation August averages 0.28 inches on the Northern Sierra Eight Station Index, but only 0.01 inches of
precipitation was recorded on the 22™ of the month. We are at 78.51 inches, which is still 156 percent of the water year
average to date and 160 percent of the cumulative average for this date.

Reservoir_Storage is above the 15-year average for each facility: Trinity is 111 percent, Shastais 113 percent,
Folsom is 126 percent and New Melonesis 145 percent of its 15-year average.

River Releases areat or above their 15-year medians. Trinity will remain at 450 cfs until mid-October, when it is
scheduled to drop to 300 cfs. The Sacramento River releases will remain unchanged through the weekend, while
American River releases are scheduled to go down to 2,500 cfson Tuesday. No change for the Stanislaus so far.
